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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-9, 21 , and 25-26 are allowed (renumber claims are 1 -9). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references cited disclose a circuit board device having power supply and ground 
regions, the power supply region being divided into two or more power supply regions 
by a slit, and some other claimed elements. However, they do not disclose, suggest or 
are obvious in combination of the device comprising a terminal element that includes a 
resistor and a capacitor which are series-connected, a relationship between the 
characteristic impedance Ze and a resistance R of the resistor satisfies 
(Ze/5)<R<(5.Ze), and a capacity C of the capacitor satisfies C^1/(107i.f min Ze), where f min 
is a lower limit of a radiation noise frequency of a reduction target.
